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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application Is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/30/03 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

C/aim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 1 02 of ttils title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^lll In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-6 and 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Blanchet (5,453,649) in view of Hofmann (5,086,243). 

Regarding claim 1, Blanchet shows a motor with a rotation detecting device (72, 
Figure 1), comprising: 

- A rotary shaft (22); 

- A yol<e (1 6) in a bottomed cylindrical shape which rotatably supports one end 
of the rotary shaft, 

- A casing (14) with a bottomed cylindrical part which is connected to the open 
end of the yol<e and rotatable contains the other end of said rotary shaft (24), 
and 

- A rotation detecting device (72) which detects rotation of said rotary shaft, 
wherein the rotation detecting device is supported by a sensor holder (12), 
the sensor holder (12) is provided with an outer electrical connecting portion 
(66, 70) and is disposed in the casing (14) by insertion into a sensor holder 
receiving part (48, 50, 52) formed in the casing (14) from the same direction 
(F with arrow) as an incorporating direction of the rotary shaft into the 
bottomed cylindrical part, and the casing (14) is provided with an electrical 
connecting opening part (50) from which the outer electric connecting portion 
(66, 70) of the sensor holder which has been inserted into the sensor holder 
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receiving part is seen whereby an electrical connection for the sensor holder 
is made from the electrical connecting opening part (66, 70). 
Blanchet does not show the permanent magnets being attached on the yoke's 
inner peripheral surface. 

Hofmann attaches the permanent magnets (6, 7) on the yoke's inner peripheral 
surface for the purpose of making a permanent magnet stator motor. 

Since Blanchet and Hofmann are all from the same field of endeavor; the 
purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art of 
the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to attach the permanent magnets as taught by Hofmann 
for the purpose discussed above. 

Regarding claims 2-6 and 11-15, it is noted that Blanchet also shows all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention. 

6. Claims 7, 8, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Blanchet and Hofmann as applied to claim 6 above, and further in 
viewof Ohishietal. (6,091,171). 

Regarding claims 7, 8 and 16-18, Blanchet and Hofmann show all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention except for an external pull out terminal unit. 

Ohishi et al. provide an external pull out terminal unit (7) for the purpose of 
making an electrical connection. 
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Since Blanchet, Hofmann, and Ohishi et al. are all from the same field of 
endeavor; the purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the 
pertinent art of the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill In the art to include an external pull out terminal unit as taught by 
Ohishi et al. for the purpose discussed above. 

7. Claims 9, 10, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Blanchet, Hofmann, and Ohishi et al. as respectively applied to 
claims 7 and 8 above, and further in view of JP 64-50647. 

Regarding claim 9, 10, 19, and 20, Blanchet, Hofmann, and Ohishi et al. show all ■ 
of the limitations of the claimed invention except for the engaging claws. 

JP 64-50647 uses the engaging claws for the purpose of mounting the terminal 
connector. 

Since Blanchet, Hofmann, Ohishi et al., and JP 64-50647 are all from the same 
field of endeavor; the purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in 
the pertinent art of the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to as taught by JP 64-50647 for the purpose discussed 
above.
